Blackburn is a guy who 
spends his life stabbing people 
in the back. 

“| don’t know what I'll do 
now. Maybe goto Atlanta, | don’t 
know. Blackjack Lanza wants to 
go with me. It won't be a hope- 
less situation. Leaving will just 
break my heart. But you've got 
to expect that in this business. 
Sooner or later, termites will eat 
away any foundation. Black- 
burn, the stooge of Gagne and 
others, is the biggest termite 
of all. 

“There's so much | wanted to 
do. So much | caquld've done.” 

There is still something 
wrestling fans can do.
